McMahan teaches using an apparatus to tracking the event by recording the time series or time tagged data for a state machines and 
retrieving the event data, time tagged data is as a data structure and the input data is entered by a user via a user interface such as 
shown in fig. 6s. (figs. 1-6 and col. 1, lines 24-48 and col. 2, lines 35-52 and application for state machines for producing the time tagged 
data: col. 4, lines 55-67 and col. 5, lines 1-8). 

Applicants argued that, "McMahan does not disclose either generation of the request or using the data structure to access the memory to 
retrieve event data of the first event (page 5, 2 nd paragraph). 

McMahan teaches state machines or sheet article processing machine having a processor to produce a series of time series or time- 
tagged data for a machine. The time series or a series of time-tagged which is input from a user, is a data structure (see figs. 1, & 6; col. 
1, lines 24-48, and col. 2, lines 35-52); application for state machine for producing the time tagged data (figs. 1-6 and col. 1, lines 24-48 
and col. 2, lines 35-52 and col. 4, lines 55-67 and col. 5, lines 1-8; and fig. 3, col. 4, lines 40-67 and col. 5, lines 1-18); and searching or 
retrieving event data from log file storing the time series data (col. 6, lines 35-55). 
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
